A time will probably arrive when the oase
of Don Pacifico will have faded ont of mem-
ory even more thun that of the Captain Jen-
king whose alleged wrongs drove Walpole
into war with Spain, and men will rend with
surprise that we Dblockaded the port of a
friendly power to assert the monsy claims of
a person of unesrtpin faith, nneeréiain parent-
age, and uncertnin race. In days not long
pust it was enough for a man to claim ]!ritlsﬁ
nationality to reovive British protection al-
most withont inquiry, An assumption so
arbitrary could not last, We were contont to
enrol among the subjects of the English
Crown all who desired to be considered Eng-
lish subjects. Our kinsmen in the United
States, faitbfully following the principles
of the English

Constitution, ware
ready to do the same. A conflict be-
came at once theoretically possible, and

nothing was wanting bt the opportanity for
it to break forth. An English subject mi-
grated to the States and beoamo a resident
there, Was he an Englishman or an Ameri-
ean ¥ Upon principle he ought to be recog-
nized by the two nations &8 a member of
both, and yet each of them refused to enter-
tain the suggestion that he conld by any pos-
sibility be regarded as a citizen of the other,
The American law was the same as the
English law, and the two agreedin being con-
trndictory. If we asserted, as we did, the es-
sentinl maxim, ““Nemo potest exuere patriam,”
how could we pretend to confer on a stranger
lhvdprivilognu of citizenship unless we were
ready to allow, a5 we were not, that the duties
of citizenship were local, so that a man might
be responsible to the United Statss for the
fulfilment of civic duties at New York, and
to the United Kingdom in Dablin ? The Ame-
riean oivil war precipitated difficnlties which
had long been felt to be imminent, and the
mission of Mr, Reverdy Johnson, otherwise
unfruitful, brought about the settlement of
the disputed question embodied in the bill
read a second time in House of Lords
yosterday. There is fortunately no room for
dispute over the principle of the Naturaliza-
tion bill. The disposition of mankind to
fight over impossible qunestions may not have
disappeared, but it has eertainly diminished.
Lord Derby acknowledged the necessity of
the measure when he declared last night
that the old rule affirming that it is impos-
sible to shake off the mnationality of ongin
had become obsolete and impracticable.
Nothing less could, of course, be expected
from Lord Derby. The Royal Commission
on the naturalization laws, whose recommend-
ations are embodied in the bill, was ap-
peinted when he was Foreign Secretary. The

After a time, the
boys find their amnsements away from home,
perhaps in places of questionable repute; and
the girls suddenly sssume the airs of young
Indies, and davote themselves to late hounrs,
receptions, senseless small talk, and to beaus
noted more for their fascinating manners than
their good morals. 8o matters go on quietly,
until society is startled by the announcement
of unexpected crime or awful disgrace. Snch
dramas are being enacted overy week of the
year. Would not parents be repaid by de-
voling more time to the amusements of home
and less to business and social pleasure ?

Mr. James Sibbald, editor of the **Chroni-
cles of Scottlish Poelry,” was a man of excen-
tricity and bumor.

Reverdy Johnson. Lord Clarendon again
was chairmnn of the commission. Parly feel-
ing had thus been effectually excluded from
the subject, It may be asdded that the
national judgmwent must unanimously ap-
prove the conclusion implicitly sanctioned by
both the great parties of the State, The
French Code provides that the child of
French parents, born in France, is French,
but the child of foreign residents, born in
France, must elect his nationality when he
becomes of age. The true settlement of the
difficalty is fonnd in the principle of this last
provision, although we believe no country
has hitherto been consistent enough to accept
it in its logical results, Nationality is a mat-
ter of choice, subject to this simple proviso,
that no man, whether naturalized or not, can
reside in a country and enjoy the benefits
of its social organization without con-
tributing in a proportionate degree to
its cost. This is the substance of the
bill now before Parliament. Tt allows
foreigners to become English if they choose;
it allows English to become foreigners if thaf
choose; while it provides that the change shall
not operate to deprive a foreign state of its
subjeots unless by consent. It admits aliens
to hold property 1m the United Kingdom as if
they been natural born subjects. Lord
Derby said yesterday that theoretical objec-
tions might be raised against this provision,
but the suggestion that large portions of the
soil might be held by persons who are not
gitizens of the conutry is justly deseribed as
theoretical. An alien who has resided five
years in the conntry, and purposes to remain
a resident, may apply for and obtain a certifi-
cate of naturalization here, snhject to the ex-
ception that the certificate shall be invalid in
the country of his origin, unless it be recog-
nized as of force thers, We receive,
therefore, all foreigners who wish to
become Englishmen, and are permitted
by their native Governments to absolve
themselves from their original duties of
allegiance, We accord  the liberty
we claim, and romething more. Auny British
subject naturalized elsewhera censes to be a
British subject: bnt, if he has been natu-
ralized before the passing of the bill without
any intention of denuding himself of the
privileges of bis origin, he may, within two
years of grace allowed bim, claim to retain
the statws of a British citizen, although in
such case his claim is not to be of any force
in the country where he has become natural-
ized, unless that conntry consents to recog-
nize it. The choice of nationality thus con-
ceded renders of little importance the ques-
tion 88 to the status of wives and children,
The bill provides that they shall follow the
nutionality of the husband snd parent, the
sameé liberty being granted to thew as to him
to elect, when they are emancipated by
widowhood or by attaining adalt years, the
nutionality they desire to retain.

He clothes them, fesds them, sends them to
gobiools, and so the Bunday School, Perhaps
he occasionally drops words of reproofl and
advice, in which he is joined by his wife; and
they call that howme training, Now what
more does the business min do than the
mechanic ? Scarcely so much. There is a
difference in the quality of the clothes, of
the food, and the schooling; but it cannot be
paid that as a rule he devotes any more time
and attention to his ¢hildren than the artisan,
Admitting that the associations of his off-
gpring have the benefits of reflned in-

nences, do not daily ccourrences prove that
moral delinquencies are quite as frequent
among the rich as the poor ¥

But what should be done? We ventnre te
assert that if one hall the parents in the

“Dear Sam—Iam In prison for debt; come and
u;ie:‘t glgur loving mother, Foure,"
"lnyni' Mother—So am I, which prevents his duty
being pald to bis loving mother by her afectionate
son, SaM. Foore,"
I lately met with a curious account of a
courtship on the other side of the Atlantic,
at the end of the seventeenth contury, in
which a very brief epistle holds a prominent
place. In 1093, the Rev. Stephen Mix made
a journey to Northampton in search of a wife,
He arrived at the Rev. Solomon Stoddard’s,
and informed him of the object of his visit.
Mr. Stoddard introduced him to his six
daughters, and then retired. Addressing Mary,
the eldest, Mr. Mix said that he had lately
settled at Wethersfield, was desirons of ob-
taining a wife, and concluded by offering his
heart and hand. The blushing damsel replied
that so important a proposal required time
for conaiéamtion-. and accordingly Mr. Mix
left the room in order to smoke a pipe with
her father, while she took the case to *‘avizan-
dum.” On her answer being sent for, she
requested further time for consideration, and
it was agreed that she should send her answer
by letter to Wethersfield. In the course of a
few weeks, Mr Mix received her reply, which
was soon followed by the wedding:—
